Melon Day at Rocky Ford. 


Five thousand long green watermelons 


of the "swank" variety were arranged in 
a huge pile within a low board inclosure 
under the shade of New Cottonwood 
grove, in the pleasant little village of 
Rocky Ford, Colo., one morning recent- 
ly. Surrounding these watermelons were 
li ttle pyramids of can tekrapes, some 2,000 
or 3,000 in number 
The top of thia 


board inclosure served as a table, on 
which the melons, sliced by big knives 
into hiiives. wore laid, only to be eager- 
ly ;ij>H;iultpd by waiting crowds of merry 
people, who Hiiutl the tables as close as 
they conld stand 
The only restrictions 


were numerous rudely painted signs 
tacked to tiees, reading, "Please leave 
your rinds upon the tables." 


It was Melori Day at Rocky Ford, and 


this molon pen was the center of all in- 
terest, and every one of the 5,000 visitors 
present at this annual festival were wel- 
come to n3 much melon as they could 
stow away. Ten years ago a single 
ranchman named Q. W. Swank, waa 
raising melons for market in thia valley. 
The quality of his product was so supe- 
rior that 100 acres of melons could not 
supply the demand. 


.Now the village of Rocky Ford is in 


the center of thousands of acres of wa- 
termelon vines, while as far as the eye 
can reach, stretch prolific field^if grain 
and hay, interspersed with young or- 
chards and luxuriant vegetable gardens. 
All this is the result of irrigation during 
the past ten years. No wonder the resi- 
dents of this valley delight in celebrat- 
ing this annual Melon Day.—Cor. St. 
Loiais Globe-Democrat. 


K,H . 'i rations froni Storms. 


Physicists—that is to say, the physi- 


cists who are not idling—are now busy 
reaping the aftermath of the thunder- 
storms which for a week or more have 
been the chief meteorological feature of 
our climate.

There 
is also the well known instance of tlie 
Abbey of JXoiruaoatiera, near Tours, 
where a flash of lightning killed twenty- 
two horses without doing any other 
harm to the 150 monks whom it visited 
in the refectory than overturning the 150 
bottles which contained their rations of 
wine.—London Graphic.

THE BOARD OF ASSESSORS. 


Two members of the State Board of As- 


sessors, namely the Governor und Altornsy 
General, met here yesterday to give a hear- 
ing to persona who bad been notified to 
appear and show ciuise why the assessed 
valuation of their property should not be 
increased. 
Several who had been notified 


of individual raises were present, nnd 
"vehemently protested against the injustice 
of the proposed raise. Dr. W. H. Patter- 


yon, 
District Attorney Juliet), IJ. H. Beck, 


Commissioner 
Hymors 
aud 
several 


others made some pointed remarks and 
asked several pertinent questions. 
The 


Attorney General attempted to shield the 
Board with the Act creating it, and con- 
trary to the roles of law, neemed to think 
it the duty of certain property holders to 
show oanse why the valuation of their prop- 
erty should not be increased by tbe fiat of 
the Board, instead of having the Board ex- 
plain why it singled them from among many 
others and proposed to raise the valuation 
of their property and not of their neigh- 
bore. 


The Board having no valid reason for 


adhering to its proposition to increase the 
assessment of a few individuals, decided 
to abandon the project, nnd it was so an- 
nounced, by tbe Governor. 


The taxation of properly concerns the 


the whole community, and there should be 
no Star Chamber business connected with 
it. 
The Board is composed of five persona 


—State officers—who were not elected be- 
cause of their superior knowledge of the 
value oi property throughout the Stale. 
These State offleers could not determine 
—nnloss they are endowed with sopernatu- 
ral knowledge, und that they do not claim 
and the people do not suspect that they 
ore—the value of property which they 
never suw. 
They must therefore derive 


their information from some source. Now 
the question is, from whom did they de- 
rive the information that sixty or seventy 
tax-payers of Washoe county, as many 
more in HambokU, in Elko and in other 
counties, were not assessed aa high as they 
should be? 
Did they employ secret op- 


prawera to go through the State and en- 
deavor to ascertain the valuo which every 
citizan placed upon his property? Pre- 
sumably not, as the Act, despotic as it is, 
provided no secret fund from which to pay 
spies. 
Did the members of the Board 


then secretly ascertain from individuate, 
who ore not manly enough to publicly as- 
sume the responsibility of their statements, 
what the property of certain persons ought 
to be assessed ftt? Tho inference is that 
they did. If that inference is well founded 
then the members of the Board, who are 
under oath to perform their duties faith- 
fully, should have given the names of their 
informants nnd save themselves from the 
suspicion of adopting secret methods in 
tbe performance of u public duty. 


Every act of HO important a body as tbe 


State Board of Assessors should bo so per- 
formed that it could stand publicity and 
bear the light of thorough investigation.

The nearest point oi importance 
ia Trepassy, which ia at the head o£ tbe 
bay running in between Capes Race and 
Pine, and about twenty miles from where 
the City oi Rome is said to bo lost. It is 
understood that the vessel had abont 250 
passengers ou board.

Furious Storms In England.

LONDON, Ootober 14 —The furious gales 


which have been raging all over England, 
Ireland and South Scotland for over 24 
hours continue to-day.

last night. From all sections come reports 
of damage done and lives endangered,

idea of damage done on land and sea or 
the lives lost. At Hellensburg, a watering 
place on tbe Firth of Clyde, the streets 
were flooded and the people driven from 
their home?. 


Great danger was experienced by the po- 


deatriana in the streets of Dover, owing to 
the filling Mies and chitnnnys. 
A. num- 


ber of more or less serious accidents have 
bean repotted. 
In one street u stack of 


brick chimneys waa burled down with such 
force that it smash ad ia the roof aud tur- 
ied in tho rains the inmates of the house. 
A number of women nnd children were 
badly injured at Snnderland by the hurri- 
cane unroofing a fae'ory. 
A lull chimney 


which fell upon the house serioasly in- 
jured four persons. 
This afternoon the 


gale in the channel was increasing. 


Reports from Glasgow say that two 


coasting vessels have 
foundered in a 


branch of the Firth of Clyde and six of 
their crews have been drowned. Tbe ship 
Helen Brewer capsized nt Glasgow and 
over a dozen yachts, a number of coasting 
vessels and many lighters are ashore in 
Clyde. Four of the stranded lighters have 
already sunk, and several others are al- 
most certain to become total wrecks. 


Of recent yearn, by the expenditure of 


immense sums of money, Dover has been 
made "the harbor of refuge," loug and 
powerfully built jetties having been thrown 
out seaward, and a huge granite pier, one- 
third of a mile long having been built, 


The pounding tbe pier has received iu 


the storm has been wo sevt-re that huge 
granite blocks, of several tons weight, were 
being washed out of place in spite of the 
iron work and cement which held them, 
and little more tbau the foundations re- 
main. 
At Weliingborougb, the theatre 


has been blown down. 
A large audience 


bad barely left tbe building when a power- 
ful blast swept dowu and reduced it to a 
shapeless pile.

moment sooner a number of people would 
have been buried in the rums.

"Under what conditions then, does this 


substance—formerly used only fur me- 
chanical and medicinal purposes—become 
poisonous? 
They are certainly obscure, 


and at present wo can only surmise what 


Wo buspect tbat the cause 


some pe- 


culiarity of the constitution producing a 
morbid change in the secretions of the 
stomach, with which tbe alum combines 
and forms an active poison; or tbe secre- 
tions may be healthy but in unusual pro- 
portions, and tbat those greater or leas pro- 
portions in combination with the alum con- 
stitute a poison." 


"For example, two parts of mercury and 


two parts of chlorine form calomel, which 
is not poisonous, but change tho propor- 
tions to one part mercury and two parts of 
chlorine, and we get corrosive sublimate, 
which is a deadly poison. 


"Then, again, we know nothing of the 


constitutional peculiarities. Why ia itth&t 
one person can eat all kinds of green fruits 
and vegetables with impunity, whilo the 
same course might cost another individual 
his life? 
One person can handle poison 


ivy and snmac without being in the least 
affected; another is poisoned It he np- 
proachea^to within ten feet of them. Out 
of a family residing in a mularial district, 
some of the members will suffer half the 
year wit1 fever and ague while the others 
will enjoj excellent health duiing tho en- 
tire year. Foods that are wholesome to 
some persons are actually poisonous to 
others. This is especially true in some 
kiads of fiih. There is no safety in taking 
alum into the stomach, as it is shown to be 
always injurious and of ten dangerous," *

Upon ber nrrivnl in San Fran- 
cisco she and her brother George, who has 
been in the city, wrote to tbeir parents, 
and tho JOUUNAII is permitted to publish 
the following extracts from their Ittttra: 


WHAT THE Y00NO MAN SAYS. 


"•DEAB PAPA AND MAMMA:—Annie hes jost 
arrived. She had a miraculous eRCipe 
from death. 
Yon will seo a full account 


of the accident in the papers. The car 
went down an embankment sixty feet. 
It 


slid all the «?ay and that is what saved the 
passengers from instant death. If the car 
had turned over all theinmates would have 
been killed. Mrs. Emma Linn and her 
babies were in the berth opposite Annie. 
They were thrown clear over into Annie's 
berth. 
Annie's ear was torn and her face 


scratched. 
A doctor Btitcbod her ear at 


Colfrtx and tbe railroad company sent a 
doctor np to the house after ber arrival 
here to attend her. He will Jake the 
threads out in a few days. 
She lost her 


earrings but saved tbe rest of her things. 
It was a fortunate escape. Mrs, Linn says 
if it had not been for Annie she could 
never have got along. 
When the baby was 


thrown into Annie's btrth feha grabbed it 
and hung on. Sne held the baby in one 
hand and climbed up and broke the window 
with the other baud so as to give them air 
One lady was tiken out almost smothered, 
as the car was full of smoko and gas 
Children were screaming for their mothers 
and all was confusion. 


WHAT MISS ANNIE BATS. 


FATHER AMD MOTHER:— I though 


I would finish George's letter. Yon have 
no Ueti of what it was like. We were 
about two miles west of Colfax. 
It was 


o'clock and 20 minutes in the morning 
I was awfully blue an3 nervous and didn' 
go to bed till after we left Trnokep. 
I had 


just awoke when I felt the train leave th 
track. 
I said to myself we arc going. 


wond,er bow far? Thank God, Mamma i 
not on the train for I am all right. In an 
instant we were down and Mrs, Emma 
Linn and her two children were thrown on 
my berth which was on the under side. 
We were penned in and Emma said: "Vly 
God, save the babies; ore thc-y killed?" 
She kept calling to me to aave them and 
there I was buried deep under cushions 
and seats. I don't know h )w I diJ it, but 
I got up 8om<5 way imd got hold of the 
baby. 
We wt-ro almost suffjcjtud. 
The 


gas from the lamps was lerribU-; they were 
smoking but not burning, for fortunately 
the jar extinguished thorn. I reached the 
window—it was right overhead—with one 
hand, and with the other held the baby. 
I could not open the window and tried to 
find something with which to break it. 
Finally I gave Emma the baby and pulled 
np the seat and broke the window with it. 
The broken glass fell on us but did not 
out us. I thought the whole train was off 
and expected no help. 
My face was bleed- 


ing dreadfully. 
I could have got out 


through (he broken window but Emma 
begged me not to leave them so I remained. 
Just then I saw a lantern and men came 
and broke in tbe doors to extricate us. 
One lady had to be taken through the roof 
of the car, 
I lost my earrings and Emma's 


baby lost a shoe. Weren't we lucky? 
Everything possible was done by the rail 
road men to make us comfortable. 
About 


9 o'clock a doctor oame from Colfai and 
altjnded the injured. 
We were transferred 


to another train and went bgok to Colfax 
for breakfast. 
The doctor dressed my 


wounds and stitched my ear, which was 
torn near the root, about a quarter of an 
inch. 
I stood tbe ordeal without a murmer 


though it hurt dreadfully. 
I have to stay 


in doors a few dayp, and although I cm 
sore I was hurt only on the fuce and ear. 


Tho accident was caused by men who 


wanted to rob the train.

In gon,0 
to and returning from school each WJL' 
she is obliged to pass over Bear Walloxv 
mountain—so called by the early settlei s 
on account of tho great number of bears 
that formerly made it a resting place in 
their migrations from 
the 
Chimney 


mountains to the Cumberland. For be\ • 
eral years past, however, no bears have 
been seen, and the inhabitants have long 
ceased to apprehend any danger from 
these animals. Miss Callie started for 
her home for the purpose of passing the 
Sabbath with her mother. She was ac- 
companied by her little niece, who is 
only three years old. 


"THE EACE BEGUN. 


The road between Bear Creek valley 


and America is lonely even for a 
mountain road, and from the base of the 
mountain on the one side to the foot on the 
other—a distance of three miles—there 
are no signs of human habitation.

Alter a hundred yards or more, Miss Mo- 
Gee ventured to look back once more, 
and her relief may bo imagined when 
she saw the bear biting and tearing at 
the hat lying on the road. 


A COOL CALCULATION. 


Miss McGee said that at sight of this 


she instantly recovered presence of mind, 
and coolly began to calculate on her 
ihances of escape and her best method 
ofprocedme 
She knew that the near- 


est house in which she could seek safety 
was fetill nearly two and a half miles dis- 
tant, and the chances of meeting any 
one able to assist her on that lonely 
mountain road were very few, 
She 


knew that she could not keep up her 
present rate of speed much longer, so 
she moderated her gn.it, although ehe 
still made good time. 


She had gained perhaps 200 yards on 


the bear when, upon looking around, 
she discoveied him again starting in pur- 
suit, having succeeded in demolishing 
tho hat. 
She now lapidly proceeded to 


divest the child of its sack and threw it 
down in the road. 
Upon leaching tho 


spot in the load where the garment was 
lying the bear again stopped and pro- 
ceeded to destroy it before contmuin 
his pursuit. Miss McGee made good 
use of the time lost by the bear, and 
when he again started in pursuit she was 
a good distance ahead. As he again 
neared her she threw the child's dress 
clown into the road, and again the atten- 
tion of the bear was attracted and a few 
precious moments gained. 


Sho continued this method, coolly 


waiting each time until tho bear hac 
nearly overtaken her, then dropping some 
article of wearing apparel into the road 
until the child was entirely divested 01 
clothing; then she began upon herself. 
She was already within less than a mile 
of a dwelling and began to feel confi- 
dent of her ability to delay the anima 
until she reached it. Her gloves were 
first sacrificed and gained a few mo- 
ments' respite from pursuit. Her hal 
went next, then basque, and last of al 
her dress skirt. The latter succeeded in 
holding the attention of the bear unti 
she reached the house of John Miller anc 
was once again in safety, although almost 
destitute of clothing. 


The bear, attracted by the squealing 


of eome pigs in a pen near the road 
made no effort to effect an entrance into 
the house, but left the road and -went to 
tho pen for the purpose of procuring ! 
pork dinner. Mr. Miller was not a( 
home, and the bear's chances for seeur 
ing a young porker seemed to be good 
when Miss Magee took down a Wm 
Chester that was above the door, and 
despite the entreaties of Mrs. Miller the 
plucky teacher proceeded to the pen. As 
the bear saw her approaching he reared 
upon his hiijd legs and stood ready for 
fight. Miss Callie quickly brought her 
gun into position and fired, the bal 
passing through the animal's henrt, and 
he tell dead. He proved to be a "whop- 
per," 
and tipped the beam at
